RECONSTRUCTION: 


It is alleged that on 06/12/2022, the suspect aggressively grabbed and hurt the victim, who is the suspect`s 9 year-old 
son. Any injuries were unknown. It was also alleged that on 06/ 14/2022, the same suspect allowed the victim to be 
unsecured and hanging from a vehicle while it was in motion. The allegation stated there is continued physical 
violence against another two victims, who are the suspect's 4 and 6 year-old step-children. 


CRIME SCENE: 


The exact locations are unknown, but the 06/12 incident was alleged to have occurred at an unknown store and the 
others are assumed to have occurred at the single-family home at 6715 Hone St, New Port Richey, FL, 34653, 


INTERVIEW: 


I spoke with Sebastian Davis who advised he did not remember the last time he saw dad, but knew he is with mom 
for 11 days and dad for 2 days. Sebastian stated he did not know when the last time he saw Melissa either. Sebastian 
said when they get in trouble at dad's house he, Nicholas, and Autumn are sent to their rooms. When asked if mom, 
dad, or Melissa ever hit him, Sebastian said no, but Benjamin tried to attack him once. It is unknown who Benjamin 
is. Sebastian said no one hits him when he gets in trouble. Sebastian said Melissa does not hit Nicholas. Sebastian 
advised he does not like going to dad's house because he does not have Youtube channels. 


INTERVIEW: 


I spoke with Autumn Davis who advised she has been with mom for 11 days and is with dad for 2 days. When asked 
how she knew that, Autumn said her mom told her one night. Autumn stated when she gets in trouble at dad's house 
she goes to her room and she is not hit when she is in trouble. Autumn stated she has not seen Nicholas get hit. 
Autumn stated she did not see Nicholas today because she has been with her mom. When asked if Nicholas sits in a 
car seat or a regular seat while they are in the car, Autumn originally said a regular seat, but then corrected herself 
and said car seat. Autumn stated she has never seen Nicholas swinging outside of the car. 


INTERVIEW: 


I spoke with Jennifer Brophy who advised the kids were at Donavin’s house last weekend, which would have been 
the weekend beginning on 06/03. Jennifer said the kids are only with Donavin every other weekend and will go back

INVESTIGATION: 


On 06/14/2022 at approximately 2038 hours, I responded to 7335 Bramblewood Dr, Port Richey, FL, 34668 in 
reference to a CPI child abuse. 


Prior to arrival, I met with CPI Caminero who provided me with the two DCF intake reports. 
The first intake report (2022-142287-08) stated the following: 


On 06/12/2022, the mother punched Nicholas while they were at the grocery store. Nicholas was acting out, so the , 
mother punched Nicholas in the head. She then told him something, details unknown. The mother then slapped 
Nicholas so hard that his face was red. The mother also grabbed and squeezed him by the arm, and he could be heard 
saying "Mommy, let go, you're hurting me". The mother then told Nicholas that "if you don't stop, I'm going to 
leave you here". The mother then left Nicholas in the middle of the aisle as he was crying. 

On 06/14, there was a mediation that took place and mention of the charges being dropped and criminal charges 
being closed. There is a concern that the mother will be allowed around the children without a safety plan in place. 
The mother still beats the children and gets physical with them. The mother and father’s actions got Autumn kicked 
out of school. The father is trying to take the children away from the mother. When the children are with the father, 
they are in danger because the father gives them medicine to go to sleep. The mother is getting ready to leave the 
state with Nicholas as she is out on bond. There is a court order in place that states that the mother cannot be around 
the children, though she is still trying to come around the children. The children visit the father on the weekends and 
Nicholas is with him now. 


The second intake report (2022-142287-09) stated the following: 


Today, 06/14/22, the mother was in a Jeep with Nicholas, the father and a neighbor. The mother was allowing 
Nicholas to hang out the side of the jeep while it was moving, and Nicholas almost fell out of the jeep. Nicholas was 
not strapped in and he was not in a car seat. The neighbor laughing about it and went faster. There are concerns that 
Nicholas is going to get hurt or killed in the care of the parents. 


The intake reports only listed Donavin Davis and Melissa Davis as mom and dad for all three children, Autumn 
Davis, Sebastian Davis, and Nicholas Galli. For clarification, Donavin is the biological father of Autumn and 
Sebastian, and the step-father of Nicholas. Melissa is the biological mother of Nicholas, and the step-mother of 
Autumn and Sebastian. Autumn and Sebastian's biological mother is Jennifer Brophy, and Nicholas’ biological 
father is Robert Galli. 


I am familiar with this family due to previous reports I have taken, and CPI Caminero advised me she has been 
involved with the family for quite some time and this is intake report number 8 and 9 involving the family. 


Upon arrival, I made contact with Jennifer Brophy who allowed us to speak with both children in private. 


I spoke with Sebastian Davis, who provided the above listed interview.

I spoke with Autumn Davis, who provided the above listed interview. 

Autumn had two small band aids on her left ankle, which she stated was from her falling while playing at the pool. 

I did not observe any other marks or injuries on either child. CPI Caminero photographed both children. 

I spoke with Jennifer Brophy, who provided the above listed interview. 

CPI Caminero stated she had not received a response from the Pinellas County CPI on what Nicholas said. Caminero 
said she has to wait to see what Nicholas said before she can make contact with Melissa. Caminero said she intends 
to respond to the Hone St. address tomorrow with law enforcement to conduct an interview with Melissa reference 


the allegations. 


All of the children will remain where they are until the weekend, so there is no concern for any further possible 
victimization at this time. 


This case will remain pending active until contact is made with Melissa. 
A wants and warrants check on all parties met with negative results.
